THE INDEMNITY ACT UNCONSTITU­

An im portant decision has recently, been 
made by Judge Van Trump, of the Fairfield 
oounty, Ohio. State court. 
Edson B. Olds, 
who had been kidnapped by Bliss (a IT. 8. 
Marshal, we believe,) and others in Ohio, 
abducted from the State and im prisoned iu 
F ort Lafayette, Sued Bliss for the outrage. 
H e was brought into court’where he plead­ 
ed the Indem nity A ct, and asked a certifi­ 
cate to transfer the case from the Ohio State. 
Court to the U< S. Court, os provided in 
th at act. Judge V an Trum p ruled the act 
of Congress, in so far as it provided for a 
transfer, to be meonstitutianal, and refused 
the petition. 
This is the first decision un­ 
der the act, and the case will undoubtedly 
be carried to a higher court. 
If the decis- 
,ion should be sustained by the State Court 
of Ultimate resort, it will bring the State 
'and F ederal authorities in direct conflict— 
for we cannot suppose otherwise than that 
the President will endeavor to protect his 
subordinates.
